Sumner Pike, of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, ‘provided a 
good illustration. “We are turn- 
ing out gadgets (bombs) now 
from appropriations of 1948 and 
1949,” he said. “We are building 
four atomic plants now for which 
there is no present supply of 
atomic ores, But, where would 
we, or the nation be, two or 
three years from now, if we had 
plenty of ore and no plants? I 
have enough faith in the 
genuity of the American people 
to find enough ore. It exists. 
The best of it is in the Belgian 
Congo. The next best is in Can- 
ada. Our own best fields, around 
Denver, are not too good. About 
9934% of each ton is waste, But, 
there are Americans climbing 
mountains and hills and roam- 
ing valleys with Geiger counters. 
We'll find the ore to use when 
the plants are finished.”

But, Americans will do well to 
realize that the war which ended, 
in a sense, in 1945, is an old- 
fashioned war. 

You get that emphasized when 
the scientists speak of the pres- 
ent atomic bomb as “the modern 
bomb.” They are comparing it 
with the antique one of 1945. 

One of the atom scientists said 
that if we do have a third world 
war the fourth one may be 
fought with bows and ‘arrows 
and spears. It was a variation of 
Albert Einstein’s saving the 
fourth world war would be 
fought with clubs. This isn’t 
quite true, but it is perfectly true 
that people do not realize the 
ghastly destruction which atom 
bombs will bring. 

~Russia and the United States 
are going in for submarines, more 
of them, and larger ones. They 
can come in close and deliver at- 
tacks from guided missiles with 
atomic war heads. 

But all these things are for the 
future. These weapons are not 
yet built, save perhaps in pilot 
form and experimental] forms. But 
they are on the way. 

And, meanwhile, there is the

Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, 
whose stature was greatly increased by his 
intelligent and scrupulously fair handling 
of the Senate committee hearing on the 
MacArthur case, felt it necessary to make a 
public statement last week that he was not 
a candidate for the Democratic nomination 
for the Presidency in the 1952 convention.

Senator Russell is not a candidate and 
none has suspected him of being. Yet, if 
Mr. Truman is again the candidate, the 
Georgian’s name again will be placed in 
nomination by the anti-Truman farces sim- 
ply because Senator Russell is the South- 
erner in the Senate with the most follow- 
ing and influence.

Let's Curb—Not Abolish—the Milk Board 


Unless the Georgia General Assembly 
does something about the State Milk Con- 
trol Board’s misuse of authority, the pub- 
lic sooner or later will rise up and de- 
mand that the board be abolished—unless 
the courts outlaw it sooner. 


The milk board now is under court at- 
tack by the Atlanta Restaurant Dairy, Inc., 
which seeks a ruling that the Milk Con- 
trol Act is unconstitutional. 


Some years ago the Legislature set up 
the milk board for the purpose of encour- 
aging the growth of the dairy industry in 
the state. In a few respects the board has 
done a good job but in recent years its 
main function has been to effect a steady 
increase in the price of milk to consumers. 
Milk prices in Georgia are, and have been 
for a long time, entirely out of line with 
prices in other states. 


Still, we beli@ve it would be unwise to 
abolish the milk board outright. Though 
dairying has grown tremendously in recent 


years, dairy farmers in many parts of the 
state still need the services which the 
board could perform if its authority were 
properly limited and delineated by revi- 
sion of the law. 

There is no sound reason why establish- 
ment of minimum prices to the consumer 
is necessary to foster the growth of dairy- 
ing in Georgia. That laudable purpose can 
be achieved simply by seeing that the pro- 
ducers, which means the dairy farmers, re- 
ceive a fair price for their milk. That 
would restore free enterprise at the retail 
end of the business and the consumer 
would benefit. 

The dairy farmer is entitled to con- 
tinued protection but the people will not 
forever tolerate present policies of the milk 
board which are aimed at gouging the con- 
sumer. : 

Let the General Assembly, at the next 
session, take a closer look at the monster 
it has created.

Takes the Offensive 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s fighting 

speech before the American Legion Headquarters 

Building dedication ceremonies here the other 

day indicates that the administration is going out hammer-and- 
tongs against McCarthyism 


In angry, blistering words, Mr. -Truman made one of. the 
strongest counterattacks yet heard on the “slandermongers” and 
character assassins in Congress. It was aimed not only at Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep., Wis.), who has engaged in irrespon- 
sible name-calling against State Department and other adminis- 
tration officials for more than a year, but at the whole coterie of 
congressional critics who have espoused McCarthyism. 


He warned the Legionnaires that even “you have no way of 
telling when some unfounded accusation may be hurled against 
you, perhaps straight from the halls of Congress.” It was the 
closest he came to identifying his target, but it was enough to 
leave no doubt of his aim. He held up to scorn those “who have 
attacked the basic principle ef fair play that underlies our Con- 


stitution .. .” 
On Record The President thus tends to put himself on 
record as prepared to make McCarthyism an 
issue in the next national campaign, whether he is a candidate 
to succeed himself or not. In the last campaign Democrats ignored 
the issue largely. They did so on the assumption that the Senate 
committee which had investigated the many loose charges of the 
Wisconsin senator had sufficiently exposed him as a “fraud and 
a hoax” and it was unnecessary to dignify him further. 


But the defeat of at least one prominent Democratic senator 
(Tydings of Maryland) has since been attributed in part to Mc- 
Carthyism. There may have been other victims. McCarthy was 
allowed pretty much of a free hand to go around the country 
and charge that the State Department inquiry had been a “white- 


wash.” | | 
. The President is evidently determined that he 

A Fighter not get away with it further. Mr. Truman has 
a fighting quality about him when he becomes aroused, and the 
speech he made to the Legionnaires was a fighting speech. 

Some observers profess to see several hidden angles in the 
President’s address. For one thing, it may have been aimed at 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, who is the leading candidate for the 
Republican nomination next year. Taft, who started out egging 
McCarthy on with his charges, has never disassociated himself 
from the Wiscongin senator. 

Mr, Truman may be laying the grotindwork for a vigorous 
assault on Senator Taft, in the event he emerges as the GOP 
candidate for President. 


For another thing, Sen. William Benton, Democrat of Con- 
necticut, has Jaunched a bold move for having McCarthy expelled 
from the Senate.

the President’s $8.5 billion request for military and other for- 
eign aid. 

The outlook was genuinely ominous. The estimates of probable 
“economies” ran from $2 billion to $3 billion, which would have 
represented a spectacular American retreat from former American 
policy. This in turn would surely have caused the British to retreat 
from their 4.7 billion pound defense program to the earlier and 
much easier 3.6 billion pound program. The French meanwhile 
would have comfortably refused to tackle their explosive man- 
power program. There would have been other “economies” and 
easy negligences by our other allies. 


In short, by setting a bad but tempting example, the senatorial 
“economies” could well have brought the whole Western defense 
program crashing down in ruin. Yet until very recently, the most 
expert congressional observers continued to insist, that with hope 
of peace in Korea in the air, nothing would dissuade the Senate 
from a tremendous hacking and chopping operation. 

Now, on the contrary, the prophesies run all the 
A Change other way. We are to go forward with the task of 


rebuilding the strength of the West, instead of hurriedly retreating 
from it on the first whisper of good news. 


In part, of course, this reversal has occurred because the good 
news has not been confirmed. There is no peace in Korea yet. In 
part also, the first emotional response has died down, and senators 
and representatives have had time to look at the real facts. But it 
is difficult to avoid the conclusion that the really major influence 
working to bring about this surprising reversal has been that of 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Barring the extreme isolationists, the great mass of Republicans 
and Democrats genuinely and sincerely want te give Gen, Eisen- 
hower whatever he needs to do his job. 

The really remarkable demonstration of the magic of the Eisen- 
hower name was given by none other than Sen. Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio. Although not publicly committed, Sen, Taft had himself been 
a member of the “make the money last two years” group. He was, 
indeed, expected to be a leader of the economy bloc when the floor 
fight started. , 


«+» Last week, therefore, to the astonishment of al- 
A Surp ease most everyone in the Senate, Sen. Taft came out 
publicly against any slashing of foreign military aid. Military aid 
constitutes the vast bulk of the total appropriation. No huge savings 
can be accomplished by the cuts Sen. Taft continued to advocate 
in overseas economic aid. Hence, in effect, the mere name of Gen. 
Eisenhower has driven Sen. Taft to change his mind and abandon 
his usual allies. 

There have also been other, less appetizing tributes to the Eisen- 
hower magic in recent weeks. One such was the remarkable per- 
formance of Sen. Taft’s busy lieutenant, Sen. Owen Brewster of 
Maine, who returned from Europe to announce publicly that the 
General was an “indispensable man” on the other side of the At- 
lantic, and to pass the word in private that the highly robust Eisen- 
hower health was failing sadly and fast. The plain truth is that 
while Gen. Eisenhower inspires respect and affection among most 
members of Congress as among the vast majority of Americans, the 
mere thought of him reduces the Taft-ites to a jelly of terror. 


The reason is simple enough. In Congress and out of Congress, 
the want of leadership in these last- years has produced the sensa- 


- tion hyperbolically expressed by the politician who said bitterly, 


"- feel as though I were being nibbled to death by mice.” 
Eisenhower is the antidote to that disagreeable sensation. -

Hearst Warned About Orientals | 


NEW YORK—The. warnings against Orientd] power which William Randolph 
Hearst never was afraid to cry out, nowadays are falling under a taboo which 
makes timid men doubtful of their own opinions, and newspaper editors afraid. 
The Orient is ignorant*and brutal and, as Mr. Hearst wrote, its ideals are “wholly 


foreign and offensive” to the ideals of the Western white peoples. 


He had the 


moral courage and the wisdom to say that tides of invasion from the interior of 


on our rulers and our personal conduct. 

imitated Hearst in superficial things in journal- 
ism, to use his great influence to end the First 
World War, Hearst wrote: “The next war might 
be between all of Europe and all of Asia. Then, 
if Europe is sufficiently prostrate, the ideals and 
institutions of our Occidental civilization might 
fail of defense. That is a fearful prospect for 
you, as Englishmen, and for us, as Americans.” 


He despised the English nation in the political 


sense without disrespect for the English people 
as members of the Occidental family. He fre- 
quently admonished European politicians that 
they were guilty of a wrong against the United 
States in weakening, through war, the power of 
Western civilization to maintain itself against the 
Orient. Although we were politically separate 
from Europe, we had a rightful share in Western 
civilization which was inseparable from their 
share. And the way to maintain it was not for 
Englishmen and Americans to fight Germans, 
but for all the Occident to live at peace, even 
submitting to rearrangements of European bound- 
aries as incidents of no ultimate, importance. 


The man, who carried on this same long 
campaign passionately against World War II 
until the very hour of Pearl Harbor when, 
as in 1917, he suspended his opposition, 
nevertheless was ridiculed and smeared more 
than any other prominent American of his 
time for his horrified vision of the future. 


Paradoxically he was called a warmonger 
because, in his early days, he had cried up the 
cause of the persecuted Cubans and covered with 
enthusiasm and a professional skill without prece- 
dent in the history of journalism, a tin-pot war 
which drove Spain out of our territorial waters. 
The material profits of that war were incalcu- 
lable. It was the last war to pay off. 


Since the Pacific war of World War II the 
people of the United States have been muzzled 
in their thinking and expression. All our infor- 
mation warns us that the Chinese, for all their 
vaunted ancient “civilization,” are indifferent to 
values which we hold precious. Human life is 
worthless and the infliction of terrible suffering 
is not disapproved. With only a few exceptions, 
they are foully dirty, they can be governed only 
by brutal power, and they have never learned in 
all their centuries to raise enough food to feed 
themselves. But, Americans are told, we must 
be careful not to mention the differences be- 
tween them and the Western white people, the 
differences between their “civilization,” which is 
held to be fine because it is antique, and ours. 
We must not exclude them from our country, 
lest we offend them. That is “racism,” which is 
suddenly, arbitrarily, bad. That is “genocide,” 


a geechee term. which came out of the United 
Nations to forbid intelligent men ‘free discus- 
sion of issues and differences between one com- 
plexion, one culture, and another. 


The American Negro is a “colored” man and 
he has been exploited for base purposes by the 
promoters of this false restraint. To speak of 
the superior civilization of the Occidental “white” 
breeds over the Asiatic hordes is represented as 
a show of contempt for the American Negro. 
But that was not the idea. The Negro in the 
United States shares that Occidental civilization 
and culture. He has as strong a motive as the 
white American to defend it and to learn the 
conflict between the Orient and the Occident.

But Hearst was the first of 
Roosevelt’s important supporters ‘to turn and 
fight him when he double-crossed the country 
and turned to socialism.and toward communism. 

Others wobbled and temporized. Others tried 
to explain. Perhaps the situation called for radi- 
cal experiments. 3 

But Hearst perceived that Roosevelt was lit- 
tle different from Mussolini, who was then hav- 
ing a wonderful time, and when 1936 came he 
supported Alf Landon, a true American whose 
election might have saved the country the dis- 
asters of World War II, Korea, inflation and the 
shapeless horrors of the future. 

Not many Americans had the vision that 
Hearst had then as the election returns showed, 
Roosevelt’s popularity was an insane popular 
delusion.

Georgia’s Great Triumvirate of Jurists 


Editor’s Note: Col. William Butt, the author of this tribute to Judge Arthur G. Powell, is a 
prominent lawyer at Blue Ridge, Ga., and a past president of the Blue Ridge Bar Association. 


The death of Judge Arthur G. Powell, of Atlanta, has removed one of the most eminent and 
learned members of the bar of this State. He achieved the distinction of having served as president 
of the Georgia Bar Association and also as vice-president of the American Bar Association. 


In the year 1910, Judge Powell wrote a book 
which he gave the title of “Powell on Actions 
For Land,” and in 1945, in collaboration with 
Mr. Stephens Mitchell, a prominent member of 
the Atlanta bar, he wrote a revised edition of the 
original book. In the year 1910 Judge Powell 
wrote a book dealing with the registration of 
land titles in this state which was adopted by 
the Legislature in the year 1917, and was later 
codified in the Annotated Code of Georgia under 
the title “Land Registration.”

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Century and a Half of Service 


In 1951 the University of Georgia rounds 
out its 150th year of service to the state and 
nation. It was Gov. Lyman Hall, Georgia 
signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
who took the first step to create a state “sem- 
inary of learning.” That was in 1784 when 
40,000 acres was set aside by the Assembly, 
the sale of which was to finance the establish- 
ment of the institution. Abraham Baldwin 
drew the bill, known as the Charter of the 
University of Georgia, and it was signed by 


the governor in 1785. Sixteen years passed 
before another step was taken to activate the 
proceedings. Then in 1801, Dr, Josiah Meigs 
was elected president. When he arrived in 
what was to be the city of Athens, there was 
no structure that could be used for a school. 
Undaunted, Meigs taught his first students un- 
der the old oak trees on the campus. Then a 
simple log hut, 20x20 feet, was built to house 
the class. It served as the only building until 
Old College was completed five years later.

The Senators explained that the 
doctrine of “hot pursuit” is a con- 
cept of criminal law which enables 
a peace officer to pursue a fleeing 
felon outside the area of his juris- 
'diction when he is close behind 
the culprit. They compared the 
“privileged sanctuary of Man- 
churia,” from which Chinese Com- 
munist aircraft rose and to which 
they returned, to the area beyond 
the policemen’s jurisdiction under 
rules laid down by Washington. 


At the conclusion of their state- 
ment, the eight Senators were 
pessimistic over any Korean truce 
resulting in a restoration of the 
38th parallel as a boundary, or 
any other settlement short of the 
liberation and _ unification of 
Korea. 

“The United States will be con- 
fronted with a staggering bill for 
relief and rehabilitation in Korea,” 
they predicted.

Text... “and they took knowledge of them that they had been 
with Jesus!” Acts 4:13. 

We ought to pay tribute to the unsung heroes of the church; 
those who have never preached a sermon, or who never went to the 
mission field; but who, by their daily lives have given eloquent 
testimony to the saving power of our Lord Jesus Christ. Most of us, 
who are Christians, are such because of the influence of some other 
Christian upon our lives, and it may not always have been e 
preacher! I am a Christian because of the silent influence of good- 
ness and piety in a mother and father. 

The desperate need of the church is not for more programs, 
important as they are, but for members who are genuinely Christian 
in character. The need of the world is for men and women wh 
lives embody the teachings of Christ. We win men to Him by the 
Christian qualities of purity and goodness and joy. : 

Peter and John, arrested for preaching the gospel, testified that 
it was through the power of the risen Christ that they were enabled 
to do their deeds. Then all the people'marvelled, “and they took 
knowledge of them that they had been with Jesus.” The need now 
is not for more talk in the solution of the problems of the church 
and world, but for genuine Christlike living.

How do we come by that character of such quality that men 
are arrested thereby and caused to think and are finally led to 
Christ? First, by constant nearness to Christ in whom we see the 
glory of God and find life’s true meaning. ‘Our lives are radiant or 
dull in direct proportion to the amount of praying we do! Too much 
of it is done on the run, and too little time is spent in earnest prayer 
that remakes us and gives us a radiance that the world cannot mis- 
take. All the saints of all time have found their radiance by living 
in the presence of Christ as much as possible. 

Second, we find quality of character by denial of ourselves 
and by the cultivation of an unselfish spirit. Jesus'reminds us 
that when we try to save our lives in a selfish way, we lose 
them. We find life only when we give it away in unselfish 
service, genuine love for others, and a concern for men and 
their needs. You convince others of the beauty and worth of 
the Christian way when you are willing to help them unselfishly. 


Third, we develop quality of character by self-control. It is easy 
to lose tempers to blame our wrongs on others, to harbor resentments. 
It is easy to be lazy, and indifferent. If we would make our mark 
on those around, we must learn self-control! , 


We develop character of such quality that men are led to Jesus és 


Christ by a tender sympathy and a compassion for all, regardless 
of their creed or race. Jn our busy lives, we tend to forget human 
personality and human need. Our desires grind right on over people. 
We get so busy with our own things that we forget the little kind- 
nesses men love so much. Very often it is by these tender expressions 
of sympathy and love that men are won to Christ. 

What are people catching from your life? A negative, weak, 
worthless faith? Or do they catch a radiance, a beauty of soul, 
a spirit of love, that brings them into the very presence of Him.

Amid a world full of noise, 
confusion and disorder, there is 
a group of people who remain 
quiet, calm-and unhurried. 

They -are at the Georgia State 
School for the Deaf at Cave

The school is doing a fine job, 
but the budget does not offer 
much in the line of recreational 
facilities.

This past Spring Louise T. 
Tracy, wife of the actor, Spen- 
cer Tracy, was honored by 
Hearing Foundation for her out- 
standing services on behalf of 
the hard-of-hearing. Selected 
to receive the 1951 Hearing Ad- 
vancement Award, Mrs. Tracy 
follows in the footsteps of Ber- 
nard L. Baruch, who last year 
was presented with the 1950 
Award for his services to the 
deaf. 

For the last eight years the 
Tracys have been quietly carry- 
ing on a noble project. Through 
the work of their John Tracy 
Clinic, founded and named in 
honor of their own deaf son, 
Mrs. Tracy has proved that chil- 
dren with hearing handicaps can 
be taught through means of lip 
reading, hearing aids and trained 
oral speech to take their places 
in normal living. 

More important, her success 
with these children is demon- 
strating that a hearing impair- 
ment need not be the severe 
and crippling handicap it once 
was. The marvels of science and 
the advances in teaching meth- 
ods have greatly minimized the 
burden of deafness for count- 
less persons. 

Unfortunately many’ parents 
still reluctantly shun these ad- 
vances, particularly hearing 
aids, lest the device identify 
their child as abnormal. This 
false modesty can havea serious 
effect on a child’s future, re- 
tarding his school progress, 
causing serious speech defects, 
even leading to personality dis- 
orders. 

Mrs. Tracy says that her self- 
appointed task is to find, to en- 
cou-age and to educate not only 
hard-of-hearing children, but 
their parents as well. In the 


final analysis, a hard-of-hear- | 


ing child’s progress depends on 
his parents’ willingness to face 
the problem and do something 
about it. Her work is impor- 
tant. We are, happy to see that 
it is at last getting the atten- 
tion it deserves.

If bread baking is ene of your favorites, select two loaf pans. 

All families need at least one loaf pan, 942 by 5% by 2% inches 
for yeast anc quick loaf breads and for meat loaves. 

One set muffin pans 2% or 3 inches in diameter, 
be used for cup cakes too. 


COOKIE PANS 


Two sheets in any of the standard sizes: 14 by 10; 15% by 12; 
or 17 by 14. It is a good idea to measure the inside size of your 
oven before buying. Do not buy too big a cookie sheet for the heat 
must circulate freely in order to have uniform baking and browning. 


PIE PANS 


Two-one 8-inch and one 9-inch pie tie pan, plus a half dozen 
small tart pans. 


THE WAY PANS ARE PLACED IN THE OVEN has much to 
do with baking success. If only one pie or one cake layer is to be 
baked, place it in the center of the oven. If two layers of cake or 
two pies are to be baked, place the pans so they do not touch each 
other or the sides of the oven.

And Threatens Loving New Parents 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: About six months ago we took 
Donna to live with us. She is seven years old, one of six children.

Donna has acted strangely 


’ since she’s been with us; we 


are wondering if she is men- 
tally ill. In the middle of the 
night we've heard thumping 
noises and finally discovered 
that she was banging her head 
up and down in bed. Also 
she has spells of walking and 
erying in the night, when she 
sometimes tears down cur- 
tains, etc: And she has very 
bad thoughts for a child. She 
sometimes feels like killing a 
baby; and once she said, “Sup- 
posing I killed all of you with 
a knife some night?” Is this 
normal, even for a child who 
has seen much evil? 

Can you help us, please, to 
understand just what causes her 
to be like this? Should we 
keep her, and give her the love 
she has missed before? A. B. 

DEAR A. B. In Donna you 
have the product of a squalid 
family history, coming from a 
broken home, recently isolated 
from parents and brothers and 
sisters; and now fenced in, as it 
were, by a brand of loving care 
that is utterly unfamiliar to her. 
It is to be expected that she 
might have tremendous difficul- 
tv trying to synthesize her tur- 
bulent emotions, experiences 
and reactions of the past, with 
her assignment of the present— 
which is to be a “good little girl” 
in a “good” environment, jin re- 
lation to good, kind caretakers. 

Thus I surmise that the bad 
times Donna’s been having at 
nights, or during naps, since 
staying with you, are linked, 
in part at least, to her waking 
attempts to satisfy your ideas 
of obedience, decorum, cour- 
tesy, etc. And doubtless one 
of the more trying aspects of 
the relationship, to her, is your
